A SHAMEFUL STORY RETOLD. 

Lhe shameful story of the boodle deal by which the street 
car consolidation law was jammed through the Missouri Leg- 
isluture in 1899 was retold yesterday in the reproduction of 
news and editorial articles published in the Post-Dispatch during 
the spring of that year. 

Having fought the North and South bill in the Municipal 
Assembly and exposed the Central Traction boodle deal, the 
Post-Dispatch alone, of all the newspapers in the state, fought 
the measure which turned St. Louis over to the merey of a 
monstrous street car monopoly. The Post-Dispatch revealed 
step by step the work of the powerful lobby that handled the 
deal in Jefferson City. It named the went from 
St. Louis to Jefferson City to put the measure through. It 
told of the corrupt methods being used. It published the 
charges that money was offered members of the House and 
that members of the Senate expected to get $10,000 from the 
deal. 

No other paper in St. Louis said a word against the conspir- 
acy, nor published the news of the lobby’s work in Jefferson 
City. Not a public protest was made against the passing of 
the bill, except by Attorney-General Crow, who pointed out its 
Vicious character and the consequences to the people of St. 
Louis if it should pass the Legislature. 

The Post-Dispatch editorially denounced the measure as a 
boodle measure, denounced the lobbvists who were handling {t 
and the boodlers who were serving as their toels, and warned 
Gov.

principles of life.” 

If the salesman realizes that when he sells a ribbon or a 
yard of calico he can make it the occasion to exercise the better 
and finer qualities of mind he will surely do so. And the more 
these are exercised the stronger they become and the more 
pleasure there is in their activity. When work is pleasure, it 
is play, it is honest and efficient. 

When a salesman or anybody else is lifted out of dull routine 
and sees the hidden meanings in the simplest facts of life, he, 
in that moment, augments his usefulness to himself and his 
fellows, enriches his character and qualifies himself for progress 


and promotion.

Goods Co. said: “I agree with the Post-Dispatch that the best 
thing that could happen for the trade and commerce of St. 
Louis would be the abolition of the bridge arbitrary.” 
Osear Fries, president of the South Broadway Merchants’ As- 
sociation said: “While we consider that the amen#@ments of 
the House of Delegates are a distinct gain for the city, yet the 
question of the bridge arbitrary will not be solved until we can 
ship our goods direct to and from St. Louis.” 

Oscar Friedewald, president of the West End Business Men’s 
League said: “To do away with the bridge arbitrary would 
save the business men time and money and would prove of far 
greater value than the cash remuneration which is fixed in the 


amendments.”

said: “Nothing short of a St. Louis bill of lading will satisfy 
the demands of the St. Louis trade.” 
Charles D. Crone, president of the North St. Louis Citizens’ 


Association, said: “By all means let us have a St. Louis bill of 


lading.”

000,000 a year ago. Germany estimates 
spring wheat the same as last year, but 
winter wheat is six points lower. Russia 
is as yet an unkown quantity, but sends in 
too many reports of drouth here and floods 
there to indicate results as favorable as 
last year’s record crop. The Danubian 
countries are considered from fair to good, 
but Hungary will fall far behind the crops 
of last season. Reports frdm other Eu- 
ropean countries are colorless. A _ signifi- 
cant paragraph in that report’ reads:

“On the night of July 27, 1898, he gave 
me a ring, and addressing me as ‘Mother 
Faithful,’ said:

And she answered: ‘I take you to be my 
husband.’ ”’

A short time before his death she said 


he had taken her daughter to see her fu- 
ture home, and had shown her the family 
lot in a cemetery and had told her she 
would some day be buried there.

Mrs. Pierce declared that ghe believed Mr. 


Imboden would have married her daughter 
in a public manner if he had lived until 


after the marriage of his daughter, Miss | 
Ktelka Imboden, to Dr. John G. Parrish, | 


Jr. He did not do so before, she insisted, 


becquse he had promised his first wife on | 


her deathbed that he would never bring 
a stepmother into the home. 

Death had cheated her daughter, Mrs. 
Pierce contended in effect, out of a public 
marriage ceremony and out of her -share 
of Mr. Imboden’s estafe. 

Mr. Pierce was kept in ignorance of the 
common law marriage for some time, Mrs. 


Pierce said, but he at last became aware 
Wednesday after-/| 


of it. He will testify 
noon. 

She testified that Imboden and her 
daughter had made trips together and had 
registered as husband and wife. The de- 
fense will endeavor to show that they 
registered as “Mr. and Mrs. Plerce.”’ ; 

Mrs. Pierce sald that Mr. Imboden had 
stopped his daughter from visiting his 
common-law wife because “his daughter 
taiked too much and he was afraid of the 
secret getting out.” 

Dr. Parrish said that an entirely different 
reason would be shown. 

The plaintiff and Mrs. Parrish sat oppo- 
site each other during the taking of the 
depositions.
